Where a man Is employed who gets 
his salary from a portion of the fine 
imposed, as la the case locally, it is 
human.nature for him to set all dis­ 
cretion aside, and arrest as many as 
possible, regardless of any extenuat­ 
ing circumstances, and when the ar­ 
rested persons are once before 
the 
court, tfce court judge has no alterna­ 
tive but to impose the fine according 
to'the- reading of the ordinance.

is" directly opposite to 
the 
method employed 
by 
Los 
Angeles 
county, under the system Inaugurated 
by,-the district attorney. 
Persons ex­ 
ceeding the county speed limit are 
given two chances before being fined, 
unless the case 1B extremely flagrant. 
All''•county speed cops are on a fixed 
salary. 


I believe implicitly In a reasonable 
and just enforcement of all law. All 
laws,, however, are subject to an Inter­ 
pretation according to cases. 
A law 
that the people And onerous, and which 
they~ find is working a hardship on 
persons only technically guilty of of­ 
fense, is a law that creates indigna­ 
tion, and does not bring about the 
peace and 
dignity 
of a community; 
such as Is aimed at when the law Is 
framed;''

A committee from the board of di­ 
rectors of the Covina Citrus Associa­ 
tion, consisting of C. S. Beardsley, W. 
M. Warren, H. T, Headley, George An­ 
derson and Roy Piatt, has thiB week 
returned an opinion to the growers in 
favor of maintaining the present fu­ 
migation methods, gather than adopt­ 
ing what is known as the Woglum 
cubic foot measuring system. 


The opinion 1B not elaborated, and 
Is not explanatory, but it is under­ 
stood that the .committee went into 
the efficiency of the two systems thor­ 
oughly. 
Several orchards and pieces 
of orchards that have been fumigated 
by the Woglum system were Inspect­ 
ed, and also orchards In the immediate 
vicinity that had been treated by the 
old method of scheduling the trees In 
the daytime. 


While the committee does not give 
authority for the statement. 
It 
Is 
thought that the Woglum system is too 
technical to be made use of by the 
ordinary class of help employed in 
orchards for fumigating. 


It is found that where the Woglum 
measuring tents are used, the labor 
must be at least partly of the expert 
type, and. a great deal of care must 
be employed, which is not generally 
to be expected of 
untrained 
labor 
working in the dark of nights. 
Under 
the old system, an experienced fumi- 
gator gives a shrewd estimate of the 
amount of fumigating material needed 
for each tree, Bind this form of sched­ 
uling is done in the daytime.

Men' who are habitually careful Jn 
driving have been arrested this week 
for speeding, and it 1B discovered that 
they "were exceeding the speed limit 
laid down by the city ordinance. Some 
of these cases could best have been 
disposed of with a warning, and indig­ 
nation and controversy would 
have 
been avoided. 
No citizen, myselv In­ 
cluded, believes that the speed-maniac 
should 
be allowed 
to slip, through 
the officers. 
Men who are "Joy rid- 
era, should be punished by fine. It 
Is for this that the ordinance Is fram­ 
ed, and not for the careful driver of 
good reputation, who happens to speed 
his machine up at some point where 
his own sound sense tells him there 
Is no danger 


I believe that a rigid 
enforcement 
of the county law,regarding the car­ 
rying of lights by horse-drawn vehl 
cles should be made, as I see In the 
unllghted buggy a greater menace on 
the boulevards than the menace of an 
excess of automobile speed. 


A Just criticism of the controversy 
which has aroused so much bitterness 
this week Is that the city Is at fault j 
in reverting to the old system of "per-1 
centage graft." 
Tbta has been done 
away with in other lines of police 
duty, and Is an antiquated and unjust 
method that certainly deserved to go 
by the board. 


It is to be hoped that the city will 
make some other provision for regu­ 
lating the boulevard traffic than that 
which Is now being used. 
If we need 
a motorcycle officer, he should be on 
a salary. The prevention of speeding, 
even if no arrests'are made, will save 
our streets from wear and tear of fast- 
driven machines, probably enough to 
more than compensate the city for the 
salary,of the officer. 
In common with 
almost all the business men of the 
city, I believe that the city should 
make out 'a different program regard­ 
ing speed regulation, 
and do It at 
once, before the citizens become too 
bitter.

In the recorder's court before Justice 
Wells yesterday morning there was a 
sizable string of speeders lined up, 
who paid their fines, with a crowd of 
sympathetic citizens looking on.

stores, and outside the court room, 
but the court ground along In a seem­ 
ingly unconcerned manner. 


The case of C. D. Griffiths, charged 
with speeding on Citrus avenue, awak­ 
ened more than usual Interest. 
Grif­ 
fiths had T. F. Grlswold, a pioneer 
rancher as a passenger, and the ar­ 
rest was made near the school house. 
Grlswold 
testified 
shortly after 
the 
arrest that he didn't believe Griffiths 
was driving faster than fifteen mileB 
an hour. The case was continued un­ 
til 
yesterday 
morning, 
and In the 
meantime Judge Wells measured the 
speed trap on Citrus avenue, took the 
time that the speed cop had held on 
the automobile 
as it was 
passing 
through the trap, and found that the 
machine, It the time was correct, waB 
going twenty-two miles an hour, which 
although' above the speed 'limit, wan 
too close to absolutely determine an 
excess of speed. 
The court held that, 
the officer's stop watch might 
have 
varied a second, which would have 
j placed $t|§Jtttyf 'tBlWa the apeed-llmlt.

nation. 


An announcement to 
this 
effect 
was made today by officials of 
the 
department 
of 
agriculture, 
and 
a 
thorough study 
of 
the 
methods of 
the Los Angeles 
Institution 
will be 
made at once. 


That the department Is anxious to 
begin its study of the Los Angeles in 
stltutlon's methods was evidenced to 
day when Dr. T. N, Carver, chief of 
the rural .organization 
service, 
and 
Dr. Charles Brand, chief of the mar 
ketlng service bureau, who are now 
making 
a 
study 
of 
conditions 
In 
Maine, 
were ordered to 
proceed to 
Los Angeles and take up the work. 
The order, stated that they should r e 
port In Los Angeles on July 29 and 
take up the study of the exchange's 
methods at once.

BALDWIN PARK 
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POTATO SHIPMENTS NOW GOING FORWARD. 


FROM PROSPEROUS BALDWIN PARK RANCHES 


-As you go into I<os Angelas from 
Covina these days, take notice of the 
long line of box cars on the siding 
of the Southern Pacific at Baldwin 
Park. They are being loaded with po­ 
tatoes. 


Two years ago, one man, whose 
name is J. Chevelier, made a net pro­ 
fit of $30,000 out of potatoes' on 110 
acres of land. 
There were plenty of 
cases that year where men who had 
a much smaller number of acres in 
potatoes, made enough to pay for 
their land and the Improvements of 
small cottage houses and buildings. 
Not eo much money was made in po­ 
tatoes the year following, but it has 
been demonstrated that potato-grow­ 
ing in Baldwin Park is a big thing. 
This year, the San Gabriel Valley Po­ 
tato Growers* Association will take 
150 carloads of potatoes from Baldwin 
Park alone, to say nothing of the po­ 
tatoes growing south of this place, 
which will be sent out, a good many 
of them over the main line of the 
Southern Pacific at Puente. 


WHAT MADE IT POSSIBLE? 
This same land used to grow about 
six sacks of wheat to the acre, under 
dry farming methods. 
There was a 
time, not seven years ago, when one 
store and several small houses was 
all there was of Baldwin Park, and 
the sparsely-growing grain and hay 
surrounded those buildings as far as 
the eye could see or Imagine, across 
the "Lucky" Baldwin plains. 


But a few adventurous spirits dis­ 
covered that water could be raised 
with the machinery which was just 
at that time' being invented for deep- 
well pumping. 
They found that the 
centrifugal and the turbine, would ll'.t 
the water from the great, subterra­ 
nean lake that lay in tile gravel strata 
fill under that immense grain ranohj?

Today, when you are sitting in 
some man's office in this thriving lit­ 
tle community of Baldwin Park, you 
may hear something that sounds as 
If half a dozen clocks were ticking in 
the next room. 
If you are an old- 
timer you will know that this sound 
is the regular exhaust from gas en­ 
gines, perhaps a mile away across the 
potato fields, gas engines that work 
steadily and all alone, through the 
long, 
warm 
days, 
raising the life- 
blood of the land to run between the 
rows of potatoes, to flood the alfalfa, 
to soak the earth for ten feet ddwn 
around the orange 
and deciduous 
trees, to rejuvenate the hundreds of 
acres af strawberries, to ripen the 
sweet potatoes, to give life to the fig- 
tree and the vine, to bring along the 
young Mexican avocado trees, and, in 
fact—to make this great, sun-flooded 
plain a paradise of green and grow­ 
ing things—waving, luxuriant alfalfa 
that the eye rests aipon 
gratefully, 
and the whole wonderful transforma­ 
tion that 1B possible everywhere in 
the valley where King Water comes 
in and takes command. 


Raising water to t«e surface of the 
ground, is the whole story of the be­ 
ginning of success. 
The land 1B light, 
of a sandy-loam nature, and it grows 
readily anything that grows elsewhere 
in California, if you get the water on 
it. 
Seven years ago there were a half- 
dozen wells in the community, most 
of these being wells for domestic pur­ 
poses. 
Today there are two hundred 
welli where irrigating water is being 
pumped, and these wells are produc­ 
ing anywhere from twenty-five Cali­ 
fornia, miner's inches, up to 350 min­ 
er's inches. 
The great Covina Irri­

the Kauffman well that raises water 
for

of 
ranchers, are wells of the typical kind 
that makes just the difference be­ 
tween success and failure, between 
poverty and profit. 
On the south of 
Baldwin Park is another great water- 
lifting plant, the La Puente Coopera­ 
tive Water Company, pumping 900 
California miner'* inches and water- j 
lug a large portion of the acreage 


growing potatoes, and alfalfa. It also 
waters the big tract of four thousand 
acres of 7oung English walnuts, a 
mile south of Baldwin Park, that are 
eight years old now, and Just begin­ 
ning to show profits to the rancher. 
This is destined to be one of the fin­ 
est English walnut districts in the 
world. 


COUNTRY AND COMMUNITY. 
First/ the country was made profit­ 
able for the raising of citrus, decid­ 
uous fruits and vegetables—then came 
the flourishing little community that 
is bisected by one of the county bou*. 
levards of crushed rock, and macadam, 
and also by the Paclfl/j Electric .rail­ 
road out of LOB Angeles. 


.ivrom a place where there was one 
store and several 
small 
dwelling 
housei, the community of Baldwin 
Park has grown to contain the largest 
department store in the upper San

The Mail Order Way. 


Long chances art! taken by persons who give up their good money 
for things in the "sight unseen," or mail order, way. In no other 
way is the element of fraud given such a fertile field of activity. 
The "eon" man or bunko artist delights to carry on his business by 
correspondence and have. Uncle Sam bring the dollars back to him by 
mail. For the confidence man it is the "safe and sane" way, until 
Uncle Sam gets onto his tricks through the complaint of some one 
who has "bit" on his "gold brick" scheme. 


An instance of how the fraud artist works his mail order business 
was recently shown in Chicago when Oscar Anderson, a bookkeeper, 
was arrested charged with selling a "consumption ctirc" consisting 
of boiled barley and rye flour. He was arrested by postoffice in­ 
spectors on a charge of using the mails to defraud. The complain­ 
ants'lived In Ifyirgo, North Dokota, and found the "consumption 
cure" a rank fake, it is alleged. * 


Another case of the poor being relieved of their money in the 
"mail order" way was exposed before Judge Carpenter in the 
Federal Court when Robert Koch was sentenced to serve three months 
in Cook county jail and pay a fine of $259. 
The defendant pleaded 
guilty to cheating working women out of 10 cents each by advertising 
that they could enrn from $5 to $6 a week at home by copying names 
and addresses. He had received from 400 to 500 letters and each 
letter had contained the dime. 


Hecently Judge Landis in the Federal Court in Chicago fined 
Alfred H. Monroe, presidentof the Globe. Association, $5,000 on an 
indictment charging fraudulent use, of the mails. Monroe pleaded 
nolo contendere and the fine was assessedi by agreement with the, 
district attorney. It was alleged by the government that the Glo"be 
Association advertised for employees in various states, promising to' 
pay large salaries,

Write to Them to Come. 


By comparison, the winters in Southern California are much more 
enjoyable than are the winters of the eastern states. 
This we all 
knpw. But the summers of Southern California are also much more 
agreeable than the summers in the east. 
Who could wish for more 
glorious weather than we have had the past week, and this, in the 
middle of July, when it is "dog days" in the east, when the eastern 
dweller in city or country is gasping like a fish out of water 7 


California should pay more attention to advertising the summer 
weather here. The eastern tourist generally packs up his trunks 
just about the- time that our best weather is coming along, and he 
goes back home to a summer of swelter. Our California summers 
need more press agents. 
They all' know about our winters. 
This 
state should be the playground of the world the year around. 


The Venice Tragedy. 


Several motormen and conductors testified that they had only 
been in the service oi' the Pacific Electric Company but a few months 
prior to the accident that happened on the Venice short line Sunday 
night. One motorman. operating a three.car flyer, often has over 
two hundred lives in his keeping. 


Almost invariably these conductors and motormen on the Pacific 
Electric are wide-awake men, in good health, American, born, and 
above the average intelligence,- when you consider the salaries paid 
them. A man must bo a veteran to be paid twenty-five dollars a 
week, and the average is more nearly eighteen dollars. No steam 
road ever sends out an engineer with two hundred persona in his 
train after he has bad but a few months of experience. 


This places the blame on the system, not on the motorman. The 
Pacific Electric Company has a big problem to handle in moving 
these beach crowds. But it looks as if the system was too much of 
the "hit or miss" kind on these beach lines. 
One conductor said that 
the trains were run just as fast as could be done, and that there was 
no train schedule in rush hours. 
Nothing but the watchfulness of 
the (trews has prevented many such accidents as the one Sunday 
night. 


Going to the beach is too dangerous under such conditions. The 
company, in placing the blame on the motorman, is dodging a re 
sponsibility that they should be made to assume. 


Rotting Timber and Pinchotism. 


C. C. Chapman of Fullerton has just returned from a trip to 
Alaska. He has mado some surprising statements about that country, 
among which is a statement that Gifford Pinehot discovered that the 
Pinchot-Roosevelt conservation policy was wrong, and that he told 
the Alaska business men a change would be made, which was not 
done. 


Chapman says that there are millions of feet of lumber in Alaska 
which cannot be cut because of the Pinehot forestry system. The 
timber will simply grow old and fall to the ground. 
There is so 
much.coal in Alaska that no man has ever tried to say how much 
The tremendous coal deposits are lying idle, Chapman says, beeausr 
of the Roosevelt policy in Alaska. 
Meanwhile, coal is growing 
scarcer and higher in the United States. 


There are two sides to this question, of course. Big companies 
abused their privileges in Alaska. All men are not honest, although 
it is not true that all men are dishonest, as was the summary placet 
on them during the reign of Pinehot ism in Alaska. 


Alaska is one of the richest countries in the world in natural re­ 
sources. The country belongs to America. The Americans shonb 
have this coal and this timber. 
Pinehot's idea of allowing good tim­ 
ber to rot, in order that it may be conserved for the use. of future 
general ions, is a mistake. 
Pinehot told the Alaskan companies that 
he would go back to the United States and set this tiling ri(£ht,jjhit 
lie never mentioned it in public, and there is no ineication^tha$|ie 
made a plea for a change in national quarters.

The summit of El Capitan is 3,300 
feet above the valley. 
Its southern 
face protrudes about sixty feet from 
the vertical, Quite enough to be apj 
parrent to the eye. On its bold faces 
you can pick out almost any sort of 
figure. 
It Is possible to reach its sum 
mit from the rear, but the trail is a 
long and rough one.

Further up you come to In­ 
spiration Point, from whose heights 
you take a farewell look at the beau­ 
tiful, dreamy Yosemite. 
This

Is 1431 feet above Geological Survey 
pier at the village, and 5391 feet above 
sea level. 
You reach the summit at 
Chinquapin about seven miles further 
on, at an altitude of 6256 feet.

PUBLIC'S QUALITY OF MERCY DOESN'T EXIST 


SAYS DISTRICT ATTORNEY IN GREAT SPEECH 


At a banquet In Los Angeles, at 
which over 350 business men and cit­ 
izens were present in 
Hamburger's 
cafe, Judge Rose, 
recently 
elected 
mayor of Los Angeles, waB given a 
splendid ovation. 
Several 
unusually 
good speeches were given, but among 
them, one by Captain J. D. Fredericks,' 
district attorney of Los Angeles coun­ 
ty, seemed to give a remarkably sane 
view of the political 
situation 
in 
Southern California. 


Captain Fredericks said: 
"Our civic duty is to do each day's 
duty as It comes to us," he said. 


"I am a firm believer in political 
parties and their 
responsibilities to 
the people. 
I am opposed to direct 
legislation In any form 
except the 
simplest form 
of 
constitutional en­ 
actment. 
I believe our greatest lib­ 
erty and truest 
progress 
will come 
through adherence to 
representative 
forms of 
government. 
(Applause.) 
I believe the referendum will prevent 
all progress, and all the other recall 
tendencies to democracy will destroy 
and prevent progress until the state 
subject to them will be like a milling 
herd ,or cattlo, alwayB In motion, but 
going nowhere—a 
pitiful 
masB, 
a 
pestilence 
ut 
ho:»e 
and a nuisance 
abroad. 


"Speaking on tho UHSiimptlon that 
we have mot here for the purpose of 
telling 
the 
mayor 
how to run the 
city, I will .make bold to suggest that 
the principle which guided the mayor 
as a Judge will be most valuable to 
him as mayor, to wit: 
Make 
no 
decision 
until 
certain 
thnl nil the 
facts are submitted and 
understood. 
NOTE (man under the hay.) 


"There are only a few truly great 
things in life. 
Oije of these is peace. 


No good work can be done unless 
one's soul Is at p«ace. 
Trouble 
to 
efficiency Is like sand In the gear box, 
I do not speak of the peace 
that 
comes in the shallow, sheltered wa­ 
ters of ease—not the peace of Idle­ 
ness, not the peace of obscurity, but 
the peace that pervades the 
battle­ 
field amid the clash of arms and the 
roar and din of the conflict. 


"You might ask what do I know 
of peace. 
Well, 
I know a lot about 
peace. 
Life 
has 
been frequently, If 
not eloquently, 
described 
as 
"one 
damn 
thing after 
another." 
This 
description fits the life of the public 
servant, yet there can be no work 
without peace. One of the great, gen* 
ernls in a recent war, when sought 
by nn orderly from the front, 
was 
found 
quietly 
Ashing in the stream 
many miles 
In the rear of the raging 
battle. 
H1B mind 
was 
prepared 
to 
work by the absence 
of worry. 
On 
the other hand, I have seen men sur­ 
rounded by wealth; holding powerful 
positions, upholstered by heredity and 
friends, and with time and ability to 
travel to the ends of the earth, ap­ 
pear shallow, wan and worn, with a 
soul so tilled with turmoil that the 
peace of the grave alone seems good— 
all caused by the gnawlngs 
of ap­ 
prehension and the knowledge 
that 
there was a breach In the fortifica­ 
tions through which an enemy might 
easily come. 
Such a man dares make 
no enemies, dares 
take 
no 
strong 
stnnd on any matter. 
He might suc­ 
ceed as a business man, in the line 
of business where lua personality was 
not subjected to attack, but If he were 
to venture Into tho field of. public 
life his end and his beginning would 
be very close together. 


"The public is so divided in its 
beliefs and its attitude that the pub­ 
lic servant who does more than draw 
J»hls breath and his salary makes bit­ 
t e r / e n e m i e s , 
pestiferous 
enemies. 
Many men desiring special privileges 
seek for the breaches in the fortihea- 
tions of public men, and having, per­ 
chance, found one, by blackmail usurp 
the authority of the office. 
Others, 
like vultures and buzzards, delighting 
in carrion, pursue their slimy course 
from 
choice. 
And like the buzzard 
thay are Yaul&ble in any community 
which needs a moral board of health, 
even though not very good company. 


"They abound in every country and 
every clime, and let no man aspire 
to public service who fears their sable 
shadow, or lg not prepared to pursue 
the even tenor of bis way, and do the 
thing he believes to be right and let 
the heathen rage. 


"Our political organization 
IB such 
that a public servant has two Jobs 
where he should have but one. The 
'outs* and the 'other 
fellows' 
are 
continually on his back like snapping 
dogs, sneaking up for a nip, If he but 
show an Inclination to weakness. Or, 
like rushing wolves, they assail his 
strong position. 
Many public officials 
become so interested In fighting off 
the dogs that they forget, or have no 
time for the larger duties they are 
Chosen to perform, 


"There Is but one way.-Go on about 
your work, and when the dogs get too 
pestiferous 
turn 
about 
temporarily 
and club them off, and then go on 
again. 
This 
you can only do, how­ 
ever, If your position is right. 
Let 
no 
public 
servant who fails look for 
sympathy. 
The public's "quality 
of 
mercy lg not strained," neither does It 
fall "as the 
gentle 
rain from hea­ 
ven." 
It simply does not exist. (Ap­ 
plause and laughter.) 


"Like the husky dogs that 
draw 
the sled over Alaska's snowy trail, the 
public servant is admired 
and ap­ 
plauded by his team-mates while he 
Can trot and tote his share of the 
load, but once let him go lame or 
fall, and the pack is on the fallen 
dog, and only the marks of many 
feet are left in the snow, and these 
vanish in a day. Indeed so mutable 
are the things of life that.even the 
man who succeeds soon passes from 
memory, and the little good that one 
man-can db~in bis span of life is ln- 
flnltesimally 
small—but small as 
It 
is, it is worth while, and^wiU 
be 
added even AsSa'graln/'qf sati'd bfjfhej 
structure of (civilization that' IS b*lrigi 
reared b y ( t b e grace of God add the 


"I Imagine the chief duty' of 
the 
mayor of this great city will be the 
selection of men.

rounded In your administration only 
by your.friends 
and 
well-wishers. 
Don't forget the humble fellow who, 
In the days of your ambition, took off 
his coat and threw up his hat, be­ 
lieved In you, worked for you, and 
yelled for you, but. don't permit him 
to attempt to fill a position for which 
he is not qualified. 


"Take much counsel, but no orders. 
Remember the only reward of suc­ 
cess that Is worth tho struggle Is the 
satisfaction from within, 
the 
tran­ 
quility that comes with the knowledge 
of an Impregnable position, not from 
the applause or the huzzas, or the ap­ 
proval of your fellows. 


"All the world stulles on a man hut 
twice in his young life, 
once when 
he is born and once again when he 
Is dead.

helping to eradicate the alfalfa worm 
which has done so much damage in 
the Valley this season, and for several 
seasons past. 
According 
to 
advices 
from Harry Smith, superintendent, of 
the State Commission of Horticulture, 
the larvae disease, which Is both eon* 
tageous and fatal 
with 
the 
alfalfa 
caterpillar, is In full sway in the al­ 
falfa fields of 
the 
valley, 
and the 
worms are being speedily stamped out 
for the present ^season at least, if- in 
fact, they are not being 
eradicated 
entirely. 


The caterpillars 
sent 
some 
time 
ago from the Imperial Valley Horti­ 
cultural Commission to the state of­ 
fice showed the disease In 
advanced 
stages and this condition was the oc­ 
casion for the advice from Sacramento 
on the subject. 
Reports from several 
of the largest ranches In the valley 
are to. the effect that the alfalfa worms 
are dying by the thousands from the 
effects of the diseaae.

Some of the .best arguments yet 
advanced for a protective tariff on 
lemons are contained in a bulletin 
just issued by. the Citrus Protective 
League, entitled: 
"The 
California 
Lemon Industry." The bulletin, No. 
9 in the league's series, was 
pre­ 
pared by former Secretary and Man­ 
ager Powell, assisted by the present 
secretary, F. O. Wallschaeger, as a 
companion bulletin.to the one issued 
some months ago on "The Italian 
Lemon Industry." 
It therefore car­ 
ries more conviction than would a 
bulletin primarily Intended as an ex­ 
position of tariff arguments. 


According to figures contained in 
the bulletin, the lemon 
growing in­ 
dustry of this state is Just graduating 
from its swaddling clothes. 
There 
are 24,440 acres of bearing and 8,001 
acres -of ,nbn-bearing lemon trees In 
the,.state, 
while 
95,850 additional 
acr^s in, the .state are adaptable to

figures in the bulletin show that 85 
per cent.-of the crop is marketed in 
a district west of a line drawn from 
Montreal 
through 
Pittsburg 
and 
Cincinnati to Houston 
East of this 
line, the Italian lemon growers, rep­ 
resented by a most agressive organ­ 
ization in New York—some of whose 
lobbying activities were revealed last 
week by Powell in testimony before 
the Senate Lobby Investigating Com­ 
mittee have nearly absolute 
control 
of the market; 


.This is because the Italian growers 
with their low production costs, com­ 
bined with low freight 
rates, can 
lay down their product east of this 
line at a figure that California grow­ 
ers can scarcely touch. The Italian 
and California growers do not meet 
on a footing of equality until after 
one has crossed the Missouri river. 
A line drawn halt way between Mil­ 
waukee and Minneapolis to Kansas 
City and then southwestwsrd to Just 
west of El Paso marks the exact line 
where- the ledger cost of California 
and Italian fruit is equal. 


With the lemon duty lowered to % 
cent a pound, as the Democrats now J 
intend, the California growers may 
shortly 
expect to find their advan­ 
tageous selling territory confined to 
the Pacific slope. 
With the Italian 
growers paying a duty of 66 2-3 per 
cent, lower than they now pay, a re­ 
currence to the depressing years be­ 
tween 1902 and 19Q4, when 
many 
lemon growers in this state found it 
advisable 
to either 
plow up their 
trees or graft, them to oranges, is 
hinted at in the bulletin. 


impression is going to be glade deep­ 
ly upon those who live tn inhospita­ 
ble climes; that this state has sum­ 
mer climate so mild and eothfortabie, 
comparatively sotaking, as to make 
it a safe and delightful place to spend 
the heated season, as well aa»'tne win­ 
ter.

In future, there will be an all-the- 
year-around tourist season for Call-, 
fornia. 
Great numbers from beyond 
the Rockies not only will come to this 
state to escape the rigors of the east-, 
em winters, but they also will come to i 
revel in the temperate warmth of the 
California summer. Hundreds of lives 
would be saved and thousands would 
escape heat prostration annually, if 
they came from the bake-oven sec­ 
tion from the Rockies to the Atlantic 
and spent three months in California.

G, Harold Powell, general manager 
of the California Fruit Growers' Ex 
change, who has returned from Wash 
ington, said yesterday that he has as­ 
surance that the citrus crop ofpSoutfi- 
ern California will not only,.far ex­ 
ceed the"January, predlctlona; but wil^ 
bring at lea»L80 per cent^of. thermal' 
revenue.' 
- 


"The shipments are much ^heavier 
than were 'anticipated," said. Mr. Pow­ 
ell, "and more than 50 per cent of the 
crop will go forward. 
The normal 
season's shipments run from 40,000 to 
45,000 carloads. 


"While It is too early to make ex« 
act estimates of next season's crop, 
the present predictions are that It will 
certainly not fall below 65 per cent 
of the normal, and may go as high as 
80 per cent. 


"But there Is not likely to be any 
reduction in the returns to the grow­ 
ers, 
providing the crop reaches' ex­ 
pectations, as the higher price will 
offset^ the decreased production. 


"Generally speaking the Coast dis­ 
tricts came through the freeze In good 
shape. One or two districts had the 
beat crops ln^thelr history last sea­ 
son." 
, 


Mr. Powell has been In Washington 
three months, most of the time fight­ 
ing the proposed reduction of tariff 
on oranges and lemons. The du,ty on 
each, it Is now,ibelteved, will be Vs cent 
a pound, as against 1 cent for oranges 
and XVa cents for lemons that now 
prevail. 
The efforts of Mr. Powell 
and the Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce are* generally credited with pre­ 
venting the entire elimination of the 
duty. 


"California and the West generally 
are unfortunate In having no member 
on either the Seuate finance commit­ 
tee or the House ways and means com­ 
mittee," said Mr. Powell. 


"Many Western products are there­ 
fore either scheduled for the free list 
or for lower dutle3 than might have
